I tar). education. The war has afTected
j materially the schools In the countries dl- -

rrctly engaged in it and In a smaller de- -

icrr. iie schools of other Kuropean coun
tries. The attendance at unUersltles, col-

leges and technical schools has been much
smaller than in former years. Funds for-

merly aal!able for education arc
in other directions. Yet it Is en-

couraging to note that In some of the
countries, at least, the appropriations for
public edueation are little. If any. less
than for the jcars Immediately preced-
ing the beginning of the war. This shows
the value which these countries attach
to public education as an element of na-

tional strength."

During 1914 Were Farm Products.

According to tha Bureau of tabor 8ta-tlstl-

of the Department of Labor,
wholesale prices In the. United State, as
measured by the ataresate value In ex-
change of 340 representative commodities,
wer nearly one per cent .lower In Hit
than in 1913. in each of four croups,
viz., cloths and clothing-- , fuel and light-
ing, metals and metal products, and
lumber and building materials, more than
half of the commodities decreased in
price from 1913 to 1911. .

Decided decreases occurred In the
yearly average prices of cotton yarns.
Print cloths, storm serge, Sicilian cloth,
worsted yarns, coke, gasoline, crude pe-
troleum, bar Iron, copper Ingot, sheet cop-
per, copper wire. Iron ore. pig lead, lead
Pipe, pig Iron, cast Iron pipe, stevl bil-
lets, steel tank plates, steel sheets, struc-
tural steel, pig tin, noodscrews. brick In
New York City, plate glass, Douglas fir,
rosin and cedar shingles.

Increases In price are ihovin fo-- cot-
ton blankets, boots und shoes. leather.

When thewar showed no signs 'of terminating
It was decided to hold the congress
here during the meeting of the an

scientists. One section ofthe latter Is affiliated with the Amer-icanists, that on anthropology.
Among the other scientific bodies

affiliated with the Americanists are
the American Anthropological Asso-
ciation, the American Folk-lor- e So-
ciety, the American Historical Asso-
ciation and the Archaeological Insti-tute of America. The congress Is
one of the oldest and widest known
International scientific societies In ex-
istence, having been actively at workfor more than forty years. It meetsalternately each two years In Europe
and America.

Meetlnsn l.aal Cntll ?er Year's.
Special new exhibits of hiKn scientific

Interest have been arranged for thmeeting and will occupy the ground floor
of the museum. The sessions beginning
this afternoon will last until New Year'sDay. Social events In connection with
the congress will be a reception by theregents and the secretary of the Smith-
sonian Institution at the National Muse-
um on Wednesday evening: a dinner at
the Cosmos Club. Thursday evening: and
a reception by Secretary Dr. Charles D.
Wolcott. of the Smithsonian Institution,
as president of the local branch of the
Archaeological Institute of America. This
Isst will be held In the main hall of the
Smithsonian Institution on Friday after-
noon.

President Wilson Is patron of the con-
gress. Former Secretary of State John
W. Forest Is president of the American-
ists. In his governmental work he haj
been on Intimate terms with many ot
the foreign members, and several In manv
foreign countries. He la also former
president of the Washington Society ot
the Archaeological Institute.

The honorary presidents are: Ir
